THROUGH TO CHINA 


Pan-American's Pacific 
1 Voyages New Chapter 


in Man's Conquest 


SAN FRANCISCO.—(NBA)—So re- 


cent and so new is the air conquest of 
the Pacific that few Americans realize 
the meaning of the wonders that have 
been accomplished since Pan-American 
(Airways launched its Pacific adventure 
about two years ago. 
. More than 100 scheduled Pacific 
pressings have been made successfully 
find without a fatality or serious hitch 
m accident of any kind. 


Nearly a million miles have been 


flown above the vast Pacific, and more 
than 350,000 pounds of express matter, 
exclusive of mail, have been delivered. 
Among the passengers carried have 
been 100 women and children. 


Mail and express now is going 


through to China on schedule. 


Run at Loss 


The line from Hawaii to New Zealand 


will be functioning soon. As the ter- 
minus at Auckland, N. Z., connects 
with British lines to Australia, the 
great countries ''down under" will be 
within four days of the United States, 
'and China within six. 


That puts American exporters in a 


position to reach the rich China and 
Australia-New Zealand markets faster 
than they can be reached from Europe 
by any existing air line. 


Operation of the Pacific lines has 


been at a loss thus far, as expected 
Only six passengers are carried on the 
long hop from Alameda to Honolulu; 
and 12 from Honolulu to Manile. 


New Clipper ships, now on the Boe- 


ing factory production line at Seattle, 
will carry 72 passengers and a crew ol 
eight, together with 5000 pounds of 
mail, express and baggage. That may 
well bring revenues up to the pay 
point. 


"Radio Menus" 


The planes themselves and the hotels 


that have been set up on the tiny islanc 
"way stations" of the Pacific offer 
such luxuries that at least one pioneer 
used the Pacific line for sheer pleas- 
ure. He spent a week's vacation on 
Wake Island. 


Much has already been heard of the 


development of Midway, Wake anci 
Guam islands, ''stops" of the line to 
the Philippines, and already they have 
been developed to a point of comforl 
where the traveler is assured variety 
in the meals at each hotel. To avoid 
monotony, they notify each other by 
radio what each is serving. 


But the "way points" on the road 


to New Zealand are newer. Kingman 
reef, Rowland. Baker and Jarvis Is- 
lands, and the Pago Pago arc all com- 
ing into a future no one dreamed for 
them a few years ago. Kinghan Reef 
is so small that for many years the 
State Department refused to recognize 
its existence; so small that passengers 
may have to be housed in a floating 
hotel moore din the lagoon rather than 
on ti-e island itself. 


Aid to U. S. Trade 


Only a few weeks ago the first ex- 


ploratory flight was made over the 
New Zealand route, which has nevei 
before seen the wings of man. Yet so 
perfect were the preparations and cal- 
culations for the exploratory flight, 
that the veteran pilots set their great 
pianos down in the lagoons of the is- 
lands in succession, waters never be- 
fore even sighted from a plane, and 
arrived in Auckland on schedule. 


The opening up of this Australasian 


territory to mail, passenger and ex- 
press travel is highly important to 
American trade. Heavy machinery, of 
course, cannot be sent that way. But 
salesmen can, and the possibility of 
quick transport of repair parts and 
even expert repairmen is an important 
talking-point for any salesman. Now 
America can offer better service to 
these countries than Europe. 


Emergency Service 


Actual freight transport may not be 


so far away. Not Jong ago, one of the 
Clippers in the South American service 
rushed a heavy seven-foot crankshaft 
to a mine in Colombia, preventing 
what might have been a layup of 
weeks had air service not been avail- 
able. What this kind of communica- 
tion means is well illustartcd by this 
recent incident: 


A physician in Venezuela had a puz- 


zling case. He sent a bit of live tissue 
by air express to a great New York 
medical laboratory. Within 15 hours 
the radio had carried their report b&ck 
to him, enabling him to diagnose the

Rest Is Most Important Factor in Treatment 


of Tuberculosis 


(No. 202} 


Important In the treatment of tuber- 


culosis is supervision by a competent 
doctor. It is not safe to tell a person 
with this disease to go off to a farm, 
live out of doors, drink a lot of milk, 
and eat plenty of eggs. 
Proper supervision of exercise and 


rest, selection of a suitable diet, care 
of the digestion, treatment of compli- 
cations, and careful study of the prog- 
ress of ^ie disease are of the utmost 
importance. Only by such careful ob- 
servation is H possible for the doctor 
to time $he various steps in treatment. 


Rest, as has already been mention- 


ed, is prpjbaiijf the most essential sin- 
gle facto* in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis when, thei disease is active. This 
rest, however, can be anything from 
absolute ajad complete rest in bed to a' 
few hours in a reclining chair. 


Whenever he has fever, the tubercu- 


losis victim should be in bed. In any 
event, over a period ol several months, 
he will want to be in bed or on a re- 
clining chair much of every day. There 
Is no advantage to lying in bed, how- 
ever, if a .patient's mind is disturbed 
;,nrf if he nervously toiscs about. He 
mutt learn the methods of relaxation, 
both physical and mental.

"Don't you know that when you go 
t.a cleaning job, you use one rag for 
viping, another to polish the paint, 
and a very clean one to shine the win- 
dows?" 


"I know it now, I guess, but I never 
hought about it before," said Dick. 
At this point Dick's mother calk the 


>oy inside. "What did you do to the 
hades, son? They rolled nicely be- 
ore, but since you hung them they 
are so loose they won't go up or down, 
there's no spring to them." 
Then father comes in and explains 
hat the newly-cleaned shades should 
lave boon rolled tightly before hang- 
ng. And adds that he is surprised 
about any boy not knowing the trick 
of window blinds.

Naval Men Scorn 


Bombing of Ship 


Espana Actually Obsolete 


With Little Deck Arm- 


or, They Say 


WASHINGTON—WP)—American na- 


val officers went ahead Friday night 
with plans to build two $00,000,000 bat- 
tleships, contending that the sinking 
of a Spanish warship by airplane 
bombs earlier in the day was no real 
test of modern sea fighters. They said 
the Espana, which Spanish govern- 
ment planes sent to the bottom, was 
a battleship in name only. It was 24 
years old and had a tonnage of 15,452 
—far less than modern drendnaughts. 


The Espana's deck, navy men said, 


was protected only by 1',•••-inch armor 
plate, since the vessel was built in 1913 
befoie airplanes assumed a major role 
in warfare. Every American battle- 
ship, they said, is protected by at least 
three inches of armor plate on their 
decks, and much heavier armor below 
the water line and in other vulnerable 
spots. 


Officers said also that the Espana 


matched in age, armament and armor 
protection the old second line battle- 
ship Michigan which was junked us 
obsolete in 1923. The smallest 
and 


poorest protected American battleship 
now is the Arkansas (26,100 tons) which 
is to be scrapped when battleship No. 
55, on which bids a>e to be opened 
June 2, is completed.
